Matt hew Wl liam Phillips appeals the sentence inposed
follow ng the revocation of his supervised release after his
conviction for accessory after the fact to possession of stolen
firearms. This court nmust exam ne the basis of its jurisdiction

on its own notion if necessary. Mdsley v. Cozby, 813 F.2d 659,

660 (5th Cr. 1987). Article Ill, §8 2, of the Constitution
limts federal court jurisdiction to actual cases and

controversies. See Spencer v. Kemma, 523 U. S. 1, 7 (1998).

Accordingly, there is no case or controversy
for this court to address, and the appeal is dism ssed as noot.
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
